Letters Portray a Weak Al-Qaeda 


Military declassifies 
documents seized 
from bin Laden raid 


Washington 

Letters from Osama bin Laden’s 
last hideaway, released by U.S. 
officials intent on discrediting his 
terror organization, portray a net- 
work weak, inept and under siege 
— and its leader seemingly near 
wit’s end about the passing of his 
global jihad’s glory days. 

The documents, published online 
Thursday by the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy at West Point, are a small sam- 
ple of those seized during the raid on 
bin Laden’s Pakistan compound in 
which he was killed a year ago. By 
no accident, they show al- Qaeda at 
its worst. The raid has become the 
signature national security moment 
of Barack Obama’s presidency and 
one he is eager to emphasize in his 
re-election campaign. 

Those ends are served in the 
17 documents chosen by U.S. offi- 
cials for the world to see — not 
to mention American voters. The 
Obama administration has refused 



Document Highlights 


SEPT. 11 PLANS: It appeared Osama bin Laden was unaware of the planned 
bombing of Times Square in New York in May 2010 by al-Qaeda associates in Paki- 
stan, but he was disappointed that it failed. 

ATTACK AMERICA: Bin Laden wanted al-Qaeda to focus on the U.S.: “Even 
though we have the chance to attack the British, we should not waste our effort to 
do so but concentrate on defeating America," reads one letter. 

ON THE U.S. MEDIA: Adam Gadahn, one of bin Laden’s spokesmen, provided 
a summary of his view of U.S. TV cable news: 

‘Trom the professional point of view, they are all on 
one level except [FOX News] channel, which falls into 
the ahyss as you know, and lacks neutrality too.” 

“ABC channel is all right; actually it could be one of the best channels, as far as we 
are concerned. It is interested in al-Qa’ida issues," Gadahn wrote. Bin Laden him- 
self mentioned CBS as a possibly unbiased network, (ap) 


to release a fuller record of its bin 
Laden collection, making it difficult 
to glean any larger truths. 

What is clear from the docu- 
ments released so far is that bin 
Laden and his inner circle strug- 
gled to keep the focus of Islam- 
ic terrorism on killing Americans 
and tamp down attacks by al-Qaeda 
affiliates on Muslim innocents. The 
documents describe the U.S. as “a 
malicious tree with a huge trunk,” 
and its allies as mere branches not 
worth al-Qaeda’s time. 

The documents, which date 
from September 2006 to April 
2011, were declassified by U.S. 
intelligence officials. As part of 
the declassification process, intel- 
ligence officials withheld any doc- 
uments that they felt could inflame 
anti-American sentiment. 

The release was the latest beat in 
a drumroll from the Obama admin- 
istration. Over several weeks, offi- 
cials have leaked select documents 
seized in the raid, Obama has made 
a surprise visit to Afghanistan and 
the president and senior officials 
have made themselves available for 
an hour-long show about the raid

Slow Going for Economy 


Hiring, housing seem 
to be improving, but 
not aecelerating yet 

Washington 

The U.S. economy’s recovery 
looks enduring. It’s just not very 
strong. 

Hiring, housing, consumer 
spending and manufacturing all 
appear to be improving, yet remain 
less than healthy. Economists sur- 
veyed expect growth to pick up this 
year, though not enough to lower 
unemployment much. 

A clearer picture of the nation’s 
economic health will emerge Fri- 
day, when the government reveals 
how many jobs employers added 
in April. 

“The outlook is for continued 
moderate growth,” John Williams, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, said in a 
speech Thursday. “Nonetheless, we 
have nearly 4^ million fewer jobs 


Vital Signs 

The government’s economic data 
have been sending mixed signals 
about the health of the recovery 
from the Great Recession. Here’s a 
look at the economy’s vital signs: 

» JOBS: The job market is 
gradually improving. On Thursday, 
the government said the number of 
people who applied for unemploy- 
ment benefits last week fell by a 
sharper-than-expected 27,000 to a 
seasonally adjusted 365,000. 

» HOUSING: Economists say 
housing growth can’t accelerate 
until national home prices finally hit 
bottom. Still, spending on home 
construction and renovations rose 
from January through March by the 
most in nearly two years. 
w CONSUMERS: Americans have 
proved surprisingly willing to spend. 
In the first three months of the year, 
consumer spending grew at an 
annual pace of 2.9 percent, the 
fastest in more than a year, (ap)

unemployment rate remains very 
high at 8.2 percent.” 

The 32 economists polled by the 
AP late last month are confident the 
economy has entered a “virtuous 
cycle” in which more hiring boosts 
consumer spending, which leads to 
further hiring and spending. They 
expect unemployment to drop from 
8.2 percent in March to below 8 
percent by Election Day. 

But they still think the rate 
won’t reach a historically normal 
level below 6 percent until 2015 or 
later. And they predict hiring will 
slow the rest of this year from a 
relatively brisk December-Febru-

Chen also felt abandoned by 
the U.S., finding no embassy staff 
at the hospital to assure his pro- 
tection. 

“The embassy told me that they 
would have someone accompany 
me the whole time,” he said in a 
telephone interview late Wednes- 
day. “I felt they did not tell me the 


truth on this issue.” 

Chen’s high-profile effort to keep 
his case in the public eye served to 
increase pressure on Washington 
and embarrass Beijing as it host- 
ed Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton and other U.S. officials 
for annual talks on global political 
and economic hotspots. 

Taken aback at his change of 
heart, U.S. diplomats spent much 


of Thursday trying to confirm that 
the family wanted to leave, and they 
said they would try to help him. 
Still, it remained unclear whether 
Beijing would be willing to renego- 
tiate a deal that both sides thought 
had been settled a day earlier. 

On Thursday, Chen sent a mes- 
sage through a friend clarifying 
that he does not seek asylum from 
the U.S. but wants to travel or study 
in the U.S. temporarily. 

The self-taught lawyer, 40, has 
been persecuted for years by local 
authorities for his advocacy against 
forced abortions and other official 
misdeeds. 

His escape from house arrest 
to the fortresslike U.S. Embassy in 
Beijing last week inserted Wash- 
ington in the center of a human- 
rights case, always a testy issue 
for Beijing. 

Chen said throughout his six 
days at the embassy that his desire 
was to remain in China, and U.S. 
diplomats said that was their goal in 
talks with China.

Look closely into the expanse of red. 
The differences might be subtle. 

The ball caps, thousands of them, 
will be red, with a single white letter 
emblazoned on the front. As it should 
be in Nationals Park. But check the let- 
ter. Is it the hometown “Curly W”? Is it 
something else? Is that letter a “P”? 

Competing fan promotions will 
collide Friday night, when Stephen 
Strasburg takes the mound in his first 
start since being named the National 
League’s pitcher of the month in April. 
Is it a Philly Invasion or will Washing- 
ton fans Take Back the Park? 

Throughout their seven-year exis- 
tence, the Nationals have endured 
helplessly the thousands of Phillies 
fans who have traveled south on 1-95, 
organized by local radio stations or 
Internet message boards. The invad- 
ers have, almost without fail, outnum- 
bered hometown fans. 

And the visiting fans haven’t always 
been exemplary guests, said Andy Fef- 
fer, the Nationals’ chief operating offi- 
cer, when asked if there had been some 
troubling incidents. “When have there 
not been?” he said. “Let’s just say Phillies 
fans are notorious for their behavior.” 

Feffer has been the most vocal mem- 
ber of the organization, rallying Nats 
fans to strike back at the indignity. “For- 
get you, Philly,” has been his mantra. 

Fed up with the embarrassment 
and emboldened by a near-.500 finish 
last year, the organization this offsea- 
son announced a counteroffensive. In 
February, the club made single-game 
tickets available for this weekend’s 
series — but only to fans in the imme- 
diate D.C. area. 

Feffer declined to break down the tick- 
et sales, but he said the campaign spurred 
the team’s most successfiil presale, with 
a strong response from the local market.

“We expect a large crowd of Washingto- 
nians this weekend,” he said. 

The campaign angered Philly fans 
and even drew protest from Sen. Bob 
Casey, a Pennsylvania Democrat, who 
implored the Nationals to cease the pro- 
motion. Feffer politely declined. 

The Nationals “should be happy any- 
body goes to their park,” former Penn- 
sylvania Governor Ed Rendell told the 
Wall Street Journal, calling the Nation- 
als’ ticket ploy “preposterous.” 

Even if Phillies fans still come in 
droves, there will be one stark differ- 
ence this weekend. The Nationals will 
be ahead of the Phillies in the National 
League East standings. And not only 
will they have Strasburg on the mound 
Friday, but phenom Bryce Harper 
should be in the outfield for all three 
games — just in time for what would be 
his ESPN debut on Sunday night. 

After besting first-place Philadelphia 
in the season series last year, the Nats’ 
front office felt the timing was right 
for this weekend’s campaign. “We had 
a lot of fans, media and players talking 
about all the Phillies fans that have come 
out to Nationals Park over the last few 
years for our games,” Feffer said. “We 
felt very strongly at the end of last year 
that we needed to do something about

Hidden Truths 


The ad that’s been turning Metro riders’ heads 
recently is a billboard for the Kindle. To promote its 
e-reader, Amazon chose an image of the first few 
paragraphs of “Mockingjay," the final book in “The 
Hunger Games" trilogy, displayed on the device. 
What Amazon forgot is that folks who haven’t got- 
ten through the series yet can’t easily avoid the 
huge type that reveals certain plot details — spe- 
cifically, that [redacted] was [redacted], which 
made Katniss really [redacted]. 


But I don’t care about spoiler 
alerts nearly as much as I do about 
MetroAlerts. The new service — 
which sends emails and texts to rid- 
ers about disruptions, delays and 
detours, and lets them customize 


the info by selecting their line, fre- 
quently used stations and routes 
— seems to be good at getting the 
word out. (Within 12 hours of sign- 
ing up, I got five notifications.) 

WMATA is getting the word 


out about the service with a bunch 
of banners I recently spotted at 
Metro Center. They’re slung low 
along the walls, which means more 
people were leaning against them 
than reading them. But when the 
butts moved out of 
the way, a few fas- 
cinating messag- 
es were revealed: “I 
took the bus to avoid 
those delays on the 
Red Line.” “Delayed 
in rush hour or on- 
time happy hour?” 
“I adjusted my work 
schedule so that I could miss those 
train delays.” 

My eyes grew way wider than 
when I found out what happens in 
“The Hunger Games.” Never before 
have I seen Metro advertising that’s 
so brutally honest about what get- 
ting around by train and bus actu- 
ally requires. You need to make 
backup plans, set realistic expec- 
tations and allow extra time in case 
things don’t go exactly right. You 
need to do those things when you 
drive, too, but while people gen- 
erally regard Beltway backups as 
a fact of life, a train offloading is 
viewed as one more reason to give 
up on transit altogether. 

I tend to cut Metro more slack 
than most people, and I think that’s 
because I’ve made an effort to stay 
informed and flexible. Sure, some- 
times riding is a pain, but the more 
I know, the better my experience. 
Metro’s use of its alert system to 
promote this mindset seems like 
a smart way to cut down on the 
constant kvetching directed at 
WMATA over the past few years. 

Metro will never be perfect. 
But these ads might be — if people 
would just butt out of the way.

Obama is ahead of Romney, the 
presumed Republican nominee, 51 
percent to 44 percent among regis- 
tered voters. And Romney does no 
better against Obama than he did 
a year ago, despite his emergence 


as the GOP standard-bearer. 

Obama was the first Demo- 
crat to capture Virginia in four 
decades, and this week’s schedule 
indicates his desire to repeat that 
performance. Obama will be in 
Arlington Friday to hold a round- 


table and deliver remarks on stu- 
dent-loan debt. He will return to 
the commonwealth a day later in 
the guise of a candidate, holding a 
rally in Richmond meant to mark 
the official start of his re-election 
campaign. 


The new poll shows Virginia 
voters are equally split on Obama’s 
major initiatives, including his sig- 
nature health care reform law, and 
remain deeply pessimistic about 
the way things are going in the 
country. 

Romney has not been able to 
improve his statewide support 
from a poll a year ago even as his 
Republican opponents have fallen 
by the wayside. Yet he leads Obama 
by a huge margin among Republi- 
cans, just as Obama enjoys a mas- 
sive lead among Democrats. 

The poll was conducted by tele- 
phone April 28 to May 2, among 
a random sample of 1,101 Virginia

In for the Long Haul 


Caps hope their depth 
helps them rebound 
from triple-OT defeat 

The Capitals 

The blood stains and cuts on the faces 
of various Capitals and New York Rang- 
ers said ever 3 Thing you needed to know 
about Wednesday night’s three-over- 
time epic. 

In what became the Capitals’ third- 
longest game in franchise history with 
a running time of 114 minutes, 41 sec- 
onds, the Rangers survived Washing- 
ton’s assaults and took a two games to 
one series lead with a goal from Marian 
Gaborik to win the contest, 2-1. 

While the Rangers won the lon- 
gest playoff game of this postseason 
thus far, at what price did the victo- 
ry come? 

“You invest a lot every night, no 
matter what. If it’s a 60 -minute game 
or extended into overtime,” Matt Hen- 
dricks said. “When you extend into

may have a slight advantage coming into 
Saturday afternoon’s Game 4. 

In a must-win game at home to prevent 
the series to sliding to 3-1 in New York’s 
favor, the Capitals — in a way — could be 
more rested than their opponents. 

As the overtime periods dragged 
on. Caps coach Dale Hunter made use 
of his entire lineup — particularly all 
six defensemen on his roster — while 
Rangers coach John Tortorella drasti- 
cally shortened his bench. 

For the Capitals, 13 players had more 
than 30 minutes of ice time and defen- 
seman Dennis Wideman skated a team- 
high 40:42. But only nine Rangers skat- 


ed more than 30 minutes. 

New York defenseman Ryan McDon- 
agh recorded a mammoth 53:17 of ice 
time, illustrating Tortorella’s immense 
shortening of the bench. 

Whether or not this will provide an 
advantage for the Capitals remains to 
be seen, and Tortorella reasons that the 
playoffs are as much a mental game as 
they are a physical one. 

“When you get into that many hours 
of playing it becomes a mental game,” 
he said. “I felt as the game got longer 
and longer, I felt that our team was at 
an advantage. I think we have a men- 
tally tough group.” 

An extra day of rest before Satur- 
day’s game should help alleviate any 
fatigue issues the Rangers might face, 
but Hunter isn’t sold that New York’s 
massive ice time discrepancy between 
the top players and midtier players will 
make much of an impact. 

“Both teams went through [the over- 
time game]. So we’re in the same boat,” 
Hunter said. “It’s just another game 
then. You [have to] go to the next game.”

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Seau’s Death Confirmed as a Suicide 


Family must decide 
whether to donate 
his brain for research 


Pro Football 

Junior Seau’s death has been ruled 
a suicide by the San Diego County 
medical examiner’s office. 

An autopsy Thursday con- 
firmed that the former NFL line- 
backer died of a gunshot wound 
to the chest, the medical examin- 
er’s office said. 

Officials said they were await- 
ing a decision by the family on 
whether to turn over Seau’s brain 
to unidentified outside research- 
ers for study. Seau died Wednesday 
in his home in suburban Oceans- 
ide, Calif 

Police Chief Frank McCoy said 
Seau’s girlfriend reported finding 
him unconscious with a gunshot 
wound to the chest and lifesaving 
efforts were unsuccessful. 

A gun was found near him, 
McCoy said. Police said no suicide 
note was found and they didn’t 
immediately know who the gun 
was registered to. 



Disturbing Trend 

Junior Seau’s death follows the suicide last year of former Chicago 
Bears player Dave Duerson, who also shot himself in the chest. Duer- 
son’sfamilyhasfiled a wrongfuldeathsuitagainstthe NFL, claim- 
ing the league didn’t do enough to prevent or treat concussions that 
severely damaged Duerson’s brain before he died in February 2011. 
Junior Seau is not known to have had a concussion but Boston Univer- 
sity has asked to study his brain for damage, (ap)

More than 100 former NFL play- 
ers have filed a federal lawsuit in 
Atlanta claiming that pro football 
didn’t properly protect its players 
from concussions. The plaintiffs in 
the lawsuit include former Atlanta 
Falcon Jamal Anderson, ex-Geor- 
gia star Lindsey Scottand veteran 
quarterback Don Majkowski. The 
lawsuit, filed Thursday in federal 
court in Georgia, claims the league 
failed to protect NFL players from 
brain injuries linked to football- 
related concussions. (AP) 


Seau’s ex-wife, Gina, told the 
Associated Press on Wednes- 
day that Seau sustained concus- 
sions during his 20-year career. 
She said she didn’t know if the 
effects of concussions contribut- 
ed to Seau’s death. 

Seau starred with his hometown 
San Diego Chargers for 13 years 
before playing with the Miami Dol- 
phins and New England Patriots. 

Seau’s death in Oceanside, in 
northern San Diego County, stunned 
the region he represented with 


almost reckless abandon. The same 
intensity that got the star linebacker 
ejected for fighting in his first exhi- 
bition game helped carry the Char- 
gers to their only Super Bowl, fol- 
lowing the 1994 season. A ferocious 
tackier, he’d leap up, pump a fist and 
kick out a leg after dropping a ball 
carrier or quarterback. 

“It’s a sad thing. It’s hard to 
understand,” said Bobby Beathard, 
who as Chargers general manag- 
er took Seau out of Southern Cali- 
fornia with the fifth pick overall in 
the 1990 draft. “He was really just 
a great guy. If you drew up a player 
you’d love to have the opportunity 
to draft and have on the team and 
as a teammate. Junior and Rodney 
[Harrison], they’d be the kind of 
guys you’d like to have.” 

Quarterback Stan Humphries 
recalled that Seau did everything 
at the same speed, whether it 
was practicing, lifting weights or 
harassing John Elway. 

“The intensity, the smile, the 
infectious attitude, it carried over to 
all the other guys,” said Humphries, 
who was shocked that Seau is now 
the eighth player from the ’94 Super 
Bowl team to die. (ap)

Apartment-Hunting 

When Anna Smith, 29, moved from Los 
Angeles to D.C., she and her boyfriend 
had a typical Washington-area real estate 
experience: First, they looked at a dingy 
basement apartment without a kitchen, 
then they saw a bedbug-infested place 
downtown. And then, there was a sunny 
studio in Columbia Heights. 

“Hardwood floors, a closet that could be 
a reading nook, it had everything,” Smith 
says. “I loved it right away.” 

The problem? Smith and her boyfriend’s 
salaries did not meet the minimum income 
requirement for the place. Instead of giving 
up. Smith asked the rental office if anything 
could be done. 

“They found me a cheaper studio with 
the same things I loved about the old 
place,” says Smith, who moved there in 
April. It was, however, on the ground floor, 
which meant the rent was lower. 

Negotiating with landlords was a 
trick Smith had learned at the sublet 
she’d been staying in — she was living in 
a one-bedroom but paying for a studio, 
thanks to a deal she worked out with the 
landlord. 

Anyone who has tried to rent in or 
around Washington, D.C. knows that 
lessees usually don’t have the upper 
hand. In 2011, only 15 percent of building 
managers said they were willing to lower 
rent for a tenant, down from 69 percent

in 2009, according to Rent.com.

Swanson said he’s worked 
with new tenants to paint a wall 
the color they want for free before 
move-in. Other times, he’s found 
potential tenants a place in the

same building with such perks 
as wood floors or more light but 
charged them the same price as 
a less-desirable unit. 

Prospective tenants often have 
more luck getting fees waived 
than out-and-out asking for a rent 
reduction, says Amy Rose Dobson, 
an editor at the real estate website 
CurbedDC. 

Ask if parking rates can be 
lowered, or activities fees can be cut. 
If you’re strapped for cash during a 
move, some landlords allow renters 
to pay their security deposit once 
they get their money back from an 
old apartment, Dobson said. 

Not all negotiations are equally 
fruitful. “Real estate is hyper-local,” 
Christina Aragon, director of strategy 
and consumer insights at Rent.com,

said by email. “You really need to 
understand the market dynamics 
in the particular neighborhoods 
where you are interested in living 
to negotiate successfully.” 

Aragon recommends gathering 
information about what similar 
apartments in a neighborhood are 


renting for, and noting whether 
the apartment you want has fewer 
amenities than a similarly priced 
unit in the same building. 

She also advises tenants to 
stay flexible. Landlords are often 
trying to offload a particular type 
of property — they could be having 


trouble renting out one bedrooms 
or apartments without many 
windows. If you take that off their 
hands, building managers may be 
more willing to lower their price. 

Another option is offering 
to sign a longer lease if you’re 
confident you want to stay in the 
place more than a year. It offers 
the landlord more security, so he 
or she may be willing to concede 
on other things. 

Christopher Fames, a lawyer at 
Wilmer Hale and former intern at 
the Landlord and Tenant Resource 


Center at Georgetown University’s 
Law Center (Dcbar.org), has helped 
solve dozens of landlord issues. He 
says the best time to negotiate is 
when you’re re-signing a lease. 

At that point, the landlord has a 
relationship with his or her tenant, 
and finding a new tenant would 
take time and effort. If you want 
lower rent, free parking or a better 
deal on utilities, this is the time to 
negotiate it. 

As Fames puts it, that’s when “a 
tenant has all the bargaining power.”

who function both as individual stars 
and a cohesive team. That balancing 
act is precisely what’s called for in “The 
Avengers,” which pivots largely on the 
tensions between superheroes accus- 
tomed to being singular, now forced to 
work in harness with one another’s often 
ungovernable strengths — and egos. 

When Robert Downey Jr. first played 
Tony Stark in “Iron Man,” he brought a 
bracing dose of sophistication and flip- 
pant humor to what could have been a 
turgid exercise in overseriousness. In 
“Iron Man 2,” he took the cockiness to 
a new, not altogether welcome, level of 
self-regard. In “The Avengers,” he dials 
the swagger back to where viewers first 
fell for Stark, the smart-but-silly playboy 
whose superpower may reside in a metal 
sheath but also lies in his ability to punc- 
ture the most cherished pieties. 

That impudence doesn’t sit well 
with Steve Rogers, aka Captain Amer- 
ica, whom Chris Evans introduced last 
year as a refreshingly clean-cut avatar of 
retro wholesomeness and values. Befud- 


ROBERT DOWNEY JR., IRON MAN: 

The Tron Man’ series so far 
has always been about making 
space for others and collaborating. 

It’s Tony’s ... story, but it’s always 
about all the folks we get around him who are 
kind of what make him interesting or give him 
someone or something to fight.” ^ 


CHRIS EVANS, CAPTAIN AMERICA: 

“I’d never seen either one of them before in their outfits. 

Obviously I loved the Iron Man’ movies and I had just seen 
Thor’ ... and I remember coming to set and seeing both 
of them suited up and Just thinking ... 'God, I wish I could 
work with those guys.’ And the immediate afterthought 
was, '[Expletive] I am! I am! I’m in a suit too! I can’t believe 
this!’ So that was a really nice geek moment for me.” 


I never really believed the story about 
how late-19th-century audiences, when 
they saw “The Arrival of a Train at La Ciotat 
Station," ran fronn the screen, afraid the 
cinennatic choo-choo would squish thenn. (If 
you’re not fanniliar with the 50-second filnn, 
here's the plot: A train pulls into a station. 
People get on. People get off. The end.) 

If any of the ghosts of those early 
filnngoers were at nny screening of 
“The Avengers," they 
were probably laughing 
at nne, the silly wonnan 
desperately clutching the 
arnnrests and ducking 
while a battle between 
aliens and superheroes 
raged. The 3-D and IMAX 
technology tapped into 
the reptile part of nny brain, and that part 
was screaming “IT’S THE HULK! RUN!" 

Sometimes it's not worth paying extra 
for 3-D and IMAX, particularly since the 
name “IMAX" now means almost nothing. 
(The reasons why are for another column. 
A boring, nerdy column.) But when you see 
“The Avengers," go to the best theater you 
can find. Pay for the 3-D. Pay for the IMAX. 
Pee beforehand, and don’t get a drink. It 
would be a shame to miss any part of this 
film, a marvel that takes technology that, 
until recently, has been superfluous at 
best and distracting at worst and makes it 
integral to the experience. 

Drive a little farther, pay a little more, 
and take this ride in the best possible 
circumstances.

There were ripples of anticipation — and 
anxiety — when Marvel announced that 
Joss Whedon would direct “Marvel’s The 
Avengers,” the comic-book-movie to end 
all comic book movies, featuring Iron 
Man, Captain America, the Hulk, Black 
Widow, Hawkeye and Thor. 

Whedon is known for his cerebral 


humor — most recently in the slash- 
er send-up “The Cabin in the Woods.”

The competitive psychodynamics 
between Stark and Rogers play out after 
they’re assembled by Nick Fury (Sam- 
uel L. Jackson) and the peacekeeping 
agency S.H.I.E.L.D., when Thor’s (Chris 
Hemsworth) brother Loki (Tom Hid- 
dleston) arrives on Earth and wreaks 
chaotic havoc. If Stark doesn’t imme- 
diately bond with Cap- 
tain America, he finds a 
more easy alliance with 
the brainy Bruce Ban- 
ner (Mark Ruffalo), the 
mellow, modest scien- 
tist who, to avoid get- 
ting angry and turning 
into the Hulk, has been 
living abroad.

AMERICAN REUNION (R, 113 minutes) 
Like Stifler, “American Reunion” refuses 
to grow up. The obsession with sex has 
not changed. The subject of coupling, 
uncoupling and re-coupling with exes 
is almost the sole subject of conversa- 
tion at this reunion. There’s precious 
Little comedy mined from the fact that 
people change. It pushes R-rated movie 
boundaries: If you’ve ever wondered what 
a nude Jason Biggs Looks Likesmooshed 
up against glass, your prayers will be an- 
swered. At times it goes beyond tweaking 
taboos to the downright inappropriate.

THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 
on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use. 
The opening scenes are when viewers 
meet the principal players, who hew 
telegenically to horror-movie conven- 
tions. When they all pile into an RV and 
head for one of their cousin’s new place 
on a rural Lake, carnage is sure to ensue; 
when they encounter a spooky old coot 
atan abandoned gasstation on their way, 
their tragic fates are all but sealed.

playful departure from the torture porn 
that it obliquely Lampoons, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" marks a welcome return 
of cheap thrills and simple bump-in- 
the-night frights, with some stinging 
self-critical commentary on the side. A.H. 
THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT (R, 124 
minutes) A running sight gag has Jason 
Segel dressed in a pink bunny suit, which 
his character, Tom, wore to the New 
Year’s Eve party where he met Violet 
(Emily Blunt). She’s dressed as Princess 
Di, and it’s no wonder that the two hit it 
off. One year Later, Tom proposes to Violet 
in one of the cutest marry-me sequences 
staged in recent movie history. The film 
hits a speed bump right when Tom and 
Violet do, after they move to Michigan.

Five-Year Engagement" seems intent on 
being assweetas it is brutally honest, a.h. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PC 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne Col- 
lins’ floridly postapocalyptic future, are 
subjected to an annual ritual wherein they 
murder one another as part of a nation- 
wide reality show. That perverse dystopia 
is brought faithfully, if unspectacularly, 
to Life by director Gary Ross. If the series’ 
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Legions of fans miss a detail here or a 
subplot there, they’LL stiLL recognize its 
bones and sinew, especially in Jennifer 
Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, Katniss 
Everdeen. The Hunger Games have been 
instituted by the elite Leaders of a country 
in order to keep down a restive populace. 
After randomly plucking a boy and a girl 
from each of the federation’s districts, 
a shadowy government-entertainment 
complex subjects them to a kiLL-or-be- 
killed group hunt. Lawrence is never 
Less than grounded and believable as a 
young woman forced by circumstance to 
assume wisdom far beyond her years. A. H. 
THE LUCKY ONE (PG-13, 101 minutes) Can 
a drama be too restrained? “The Lucky 
One," adapted from a Nicholas Sparks 
novel, stars Zac Efron in a sudsy romantic 
melodrama. ALL great romances hinge on 
two things: keeping the principaLsapart 
and getting them together. When a con- 
cLusion is as foregone as the one in “The 
Lucky One," the first part of the equation 
becomes nothing but contrivance and 
ginned-up conflict. Most of “The Lucky 
One" consists of proving how sensitive 
Logan (Efron) is and how put-upon Beth 
(TayLorSchiLLing) isasshe cLattersaround 
her grandmother’s impeccably distressed 
cottage and affects Veronica Lake- 
esque bangs-in-the-eye sultriness, a.h. 
THE PIRATES! BAND OF MISFITS (PO, 
90 minutes) The charmingly goofy animat- 
ed feature showcases characters known 
only as the Pirate Captain, the Pirate With 
Gout, the Albino Pirate, etc. “The Pirates!" 
is built around the premise of a reaLity-TV- 
style contest between the Pirate Captain 
and three other blackguards: Black Bel- 
lamy, Cutlass Liz and Peg Leg Hastings. 
In his search for ships filled with booty, 
the Pirate Captain accidentaLLy sacksthe 
HMS Beagle, the research ship of Charles 
Darwin (voiced by David Tennant), Leading 
to a more Landlocked, and deLightfuLLy 
Ludicrous, adventure. Like many Aard- 
man Animations films, this one is awash 
with silliness. It has enough humor to 
keep Mom and Dad from falling asleep.
